The Compound Interest Note Bii.l. — 
The following is a copy of the Compound 
Interest Note Bill, as finally passed by 
Congress, and now awaiting the Presi- 
dent’s signature to become a law: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That for 
the purpose of redeeming and retiring any 
comfiound interest notes outstanding, the 
Secretary of tbe Treasury is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to issue temporary 
loan certificates in the nutnner prescribed 
by section 4 of the act entitled an act to 
authorize the issue of United States notes, 
and the redemption or funding thereof, 
and for funding the floating debt of the 
United States, approved Eeh. 2o, 1862, bear- 
ing interest at a rate not exceeding 3 per 
centum per annum: principal and mterest 
payable iu lawful money on demand, and 
i*aid certificates of temporary loan may 
constitute and be held by any National 
Bank holding or owning the same as part 
of the reserve provided for in sections 31 
and 32 of the act entitled “An act to pro- 
vide a national currency secured by a 
pledge of United States bonds, and to 
provide for the circulation and redemp- 
tion thereof, approved June 3, 1864, pro- 
vided that not less than two-fifths of the

road. 

Both the substitute and resolutions were 
discussed at length. H 011 . Daniel Breck, 
Colonel David Irvine. Major S. Turner, 
and General John B. Houston made 
speeches in favor of Mr. Breck’s substi- 
tute aud against the resolutions of the 
committee, and Thos. S. Bronston, Wm. 
Chenault, J. B. McCreary, and H. T. 
Harris made speeches in favor of the res- 
olutions reported by the committee. Cur- 
tis F. Burnam also offered a substitute tor 
the committee resolutions, and urged its 
adoption in an earnest and ardent speech, 
but his substitute was not adopted.

Distribution of the Southern Relief 
Fvsii. — T he committee appointed by the 
Southern Rebel' Association of St Louis 
to distribute the funds raised by the late fair 
and by voluntary contributions, have made 
a statement of their proceedings. From 
this estimate it appears that the associa- 
tion put into the possession ofthe commit- 
tee at different times a sum total of 8121,- 
743 38. This was shown by the account 
cf Mrs. Sallie B. Mc Fheters, Treasurer of 
the association. There has been disbursed 
by the committee, including all the appro- 
priations made at each ot their meetings, 
an aggregate amount of $68,738 flo, up to 
Feb. 16th, 1867. This amount has been 
distributed as follows: In the State of 

Virginia, the sum of $13,782 30; in Mis- 
sissippi, $6,14D 05: in North Carolina, 
$6 ,965"; South Carolina, $7,620: Missouri, 
$7,778; Georgia, $5,240 73; Alabama, 
$2,613 25; Tennessee. $2,130; Arkansas, 
$2,730; Louisiana, $1,646 10; Cherokee, 
Choctaw, and Chickasaw Indians. $2,127 
70: Maryland, $3,000; Florida, $1,000; 
Texas, $500; Kentucky, $75, the general 
distribution by the ladies executive com- 
mittee, $6,081. The above amounts 
have been distributed in money, 
provisions, and clothftig, according 
as it could he best done in the 
judgment of the committee, so as to 
do the most good to the greatest number 
of the most needy and meritorious.

Loss of &ixtj-fiie Passengers. 
Names of killed aud Injured. 



The Boat Completely Wrecked. 
Heartrending Particulars. 

i By telegraph to the Journal. 

Memphis, Feb. 20. 

The Avalanche of this morning con- 
tains the following account of the disaster 
of the David White: 

The David White left New Orleans on 
Thursday night for Lonisville with one 
hundred passengers and five hundred tons 
of freight for Nashville and Louisville. 
She exploded her larboard boiler on Sun- 
day, at noon, near Columbia. 225 miles 
south oT here. The forward part of the 
boat was literally torn to pieces. Many 
of the unfortunate passengers and officers 
were blown up 100 feet in the air with 
fragments and debris of the boat. 

The scene was described as heart-rend- 
ing. The clothes were blown off some of 
the officers. Capt. Kinney was blown up 
one hundred fee*, and landed in the river 
much bruised and scalded. Capt. Shaw, 
the clerk, reports the loss of passengers 
at 65. Many of their names are unknown, 
as the books were lost. The boat is a com- 
plete wreck. Part of the boiler exploded 
upward and part downward, tearing her 
hull wide open. The engineers and fire- 
men on watch were blown down with the 
bull. The steamer Peter Balen picked 
up the survivors. The Emerald and Pau- 
line Carroll brought them here. Dan. 
Kinney is here, badly scalded, with but 
slight hopes of his recovery. The follow-’ 
ing is a list of the killed, wounded, and 
saved :

Sargent had a warrant issued against J. J. 
Brown, charging him with petit larceny. 
After Brown was arrested he went to the 
house of business of Sargent, and as he 
entered his room made come threats of 
personal violence. A man who was in 
the house interfered and disarmed Brown, 
both of a cane and pistol. Brown then 
loosed himself from the person who dis- 
armed him and moved at Sargent. Sar- 
gent shot at him, missing him the first 
time, but repeated, the ball taking effect 
under the left arm and passing through to 
the right side. Brown then retreated from 
the room, and as he passed out of the door 
be fell and expired in a few minutes. 
Sargent had a preliminary examination 
before Esquires J. W. Huff and C. C. Price, 
who held him to bail in the sum of one 
thousand dollars, to answer the charze of 
man-slaughter. In default of which, he 
was committed to jail.

The Dickens Club Tableaux. — T he 
occasion of the final exhibition of the 
tableaux of this club affords us a favor- 
able opportunity for relieving our minds 
to a slight extent of the burden of sup- 
pressed enthusiasm that has increased 
from night to night as we have witnessed 
the various selections of- pictures, stat- 
uary, pantomime, and dramatic scenes 
that have been represented so acceptably 
by the talented members of this club. 
The remembrance of the entertainments 
of last week is still fresh in the minds of 
the hundreds who filled the Hall each 
night; and, as we have heretofore 
alluded to the most prominent pieces, we 
will speak briefly of the beauty of the 
new scenes presented to the delighted au- 
diences of Tuesday night, last afternoon, 
and evening. 

No greater proof of the appreciation of 
the citizens of Louisville for fine art could 
be given than the brilliant audience that 
found its way to the Temple on Tuesday 
evening.

As at the signal of the stately queen 
the'proce ssion ceased its march and knelt 
in homage to the beautiful picture of 
I-aitb, revealed in the background, the 
audience, almost with one accord, rose to 
their feet, and as the curtain fell the ap- 
plause was deafening. So many figures 
were presented in this scene that it would 
be useless to attempt to speak of them all. 
The subdued beauty of dhe fair lady Ab- 
ben, and her nuns, was in striking con- 
trast with the brilliant regalia of the 
Knights Templar and the gorgeous robes 
of the High Priests. The great taste dis- 
played in the choice of the beautiful faces 
both dark and light in the Shrine Scenes, 
was the subject of much praise, while the 
different pictures and statues, as arranged 
in the Studio Scenes, showed a most won- 
derful tact and true artistic taste ou the 
part of Professor Bartlett, whose well- 
trained eye, we feel justified in saying, 
never makes a mistake. Should he in his 
modesty think this too much praise, we 
will modify the statement by saying that 
if it does his Louisville audiences have 
failed to see any evidences of the fact. 
Among the most admired of these pic- 
tures were the “Pride of the Market," 
“Martha Washington," “The Eleventh 
Hour,” and the charming little picture 
“Making Up." The illustrated poem of 
the “Peri at the Gate” was beautiful be- 
yond description. The effect of the gate, 
with its rows of angels, was wondrous, 
while the different scenes presented 
formed in themselves the most beautiful 
tableaux of the evening. 

The Life Blood of the Dying Hero was 
fine. The scene where the heroic woman 
sacrified her life for the sake of being near 
her lover was one of thrilling interest, 
while the wonderful grace and beauty of 
the little child whose evening prayer drew 
tears from the penitent robber gave to this 
scene a touching pathos that drew tears 
from many an eye. 

The scenes from Faust and Marguerite 
were finely executed. The transformation 
of the student from old age to youth was 
wonderfully done, and excited the admir- 
ing applause of the audience. The ex- 
pressive acting and graceful posturing of 
Mephistopliiles were truly dramatic, and 
we doubt if ever his Satanic Majesty ap- 
peared in a more alluring shape; and 
surely the loveliest of all visions was tl\pt 
of Marguerite, and her Apotheosis was one 
of the finest stage effects we hare ever 
witnessed. 

Of Aunt Betsej' Notwood we need not 
speak, we think she spoke well enough 
for herself. Buz-buz speech, delivered in 
an inimitable style, sent the audience 
home each evening in the best of humor. 

Of the Statuary we need say but little; 
its rare beauty aud truthful delineations 
could not have been better attested than 
by the constant presence of our moot 
noted sculptor, the work of whose hands 
was so recently presented to the people 
of this city. 

In this connection our presence in the 
green-room, at the kind invitation of one 
of the managers, last night, enables us to 
render a meed of praise to the workers be- 
hind the scenes, the result of whose 
handiwork has been so universally ad- 
mired by tlie public. We allude to the la- 
dies, whose ready and skillful hands pre- 
pared and whitened the statues^ dressed 
the angels, and fed the hungry, both good 
and had, devils and angels, priests and 
brigands; also to the hard-working prep- 
erty-men whose work has truly been a 
labor of love, for no applause greeted their 
efforts, and hard and ceaseless labor from 
morning till night had been their portion^ 
hut if the kind and cheering words aud 
willing help of the performers were an 
evidence of the appreciation of their mer- 
its we doubt not that they too have had 
their reward. 

An important item in the production of 
tableaux is the lights, and all who hare 
witnessed these entertainments have been 
surprised at the wonderful effects prV 
duced by the colored lights. To our 
young friend whose knowledge of chem- 
istry and mechanics has enabled him to 
add so much to the beauty of the exhibi- 
tions is due the very highest praise.

FIRE IX SEW ILIUM. 
DeNl ruction of tlie Ulass W orks. 

A Serlou* Calamity. 

Conn Twenty Thousand Hollar*. 

The alarm of fire was sounded last night 
from the Station-box in Portland, but on 
proceeding to that place we found the fire 
to be in New Albany. About 8 o'clock 
the new glass-works in the latter place 
were discovered to he on fire. As the fire 
had gained considerable headway before 
it was discovered, and as New Albany is 
not very liberally. supplied with steam en- 
gines, it was impossible to gain the mas- 
tery over the devouring element uhtil the 
buildings \«re almost totally destroyed. 
As it was very little was saved, and 
the works will be almost an entire loss, 
as near as we can now estimate, about 
twenty thousand dollars. We were unable 
to learn how the fire originated, or whether 
or not the buildings were insured. The 
works were owned by Captain Ed. Ford 
and Captain Montgomery, and had only 
been in operation for about one month. 
We understand that they were manufac- 
turing the very best quality of plate glass 
from sand procured from over the New 
Albany and Chicago railroad, and that the 
proprietors were assisted In erecting the 
works by the business men of New Albany 
to experiment with th ’13 sand as suitable 
for manufacturing purposes. The loss, 
then, will be seriously felt by the citizens 
of that place, for the experiment was en- 
tirely successful.

One of John Morgan's Tele* 

grapher* Wears Hie Rope— 

ParticiilarN of the Aflair. 

By a private dispatch from Lexington 
to the Cincinnati Commercial, we learn 
that Geo. A. Ellsworth, formerly John 
Morgan's telegraph operator^ who shot 
and killed James Smothers, at Sharps- 
burg, Bath county, Kentucky, on Satur- 
day last, was arrested eight miles from 
Lexington, on the Harrodsburg pike, yes- 
terday. The particulars of the murder 
are as follows: 

Ellsworth and a young man named Mox- 
ley Boyd, wetit to Sharpsburg on a spree, 
and finding no drinking saloons there, 
called on Smothers and asked him to sell 
them a bottle of whisky. Smother brought 
the whisky out, and Ellsworth, taking hold 
of the bottle, inqnired the prico of it. 
Smothers replied one dollar. Ellsworth 
said it was too much, and that he would 
not pay it. Smothers then refused to let 
them have the whisky, whereupon Ells- 
worth drew a pistol and shot him through 
the hack. The parties retreated from the 
town, followed by a number of citizens, 
some of whom fired at them. 

Ellsworth was employed as an operator 
in the Western hnion Telegraph Office in 
Cincinnati, last summer, and was one of 
John Morgan's telegraphers. A reward of 
$1 ,000 was offered for his arrest.

GETTING READY FOR THE CONVENTION. 

The arrivals last night and this morn- 
ing were numerous, and to-night and to- 
morrow will witness the reception of a 
crowd, greater, perhaps, than ever met in 
convention in Kentucky. Already the 
hotels are full. What the throng will do 
for lodging, unless they camp down on the 
bridge, is as yet a mystery to me. The 
radicals have high hopes of a division, 
that, like the monkey, they may eat the 
cheese of the two disputant cats. They 
held a caucus a day or two since and de- 
, termined to keep on their mask which 
they call principle, but which might be 
properly denominated “skullduggery”. 

Among the more prominent arrivals at 
tbe_ Capitol Hotel, I observe those of 
Major Jack Thompson, of Owensbero; J. 
R- Hallam, of Newport; C. E. Bowman, of 
Danville, a prominent candidate for nom- 
ination for Lieutenant-Governor; R. W.- 
\\ oolley, of Louisville, candidate for Attor- 
ney-General: A. II. Sneed, of Danville: 
Hon. G. H. Flournoy, of Paducah; Hon. 
John Young Brown, Grant Green, and 
Charles Evans, of Henderson; and Hon. 
Nat. Gaither, of Harrodsburg. Gen. Wm. 
Preston is expected to arrive this evening.

BUSINESS IX THE HOUSE 
Was in the main exceedingly dull, having 
merely reports from committees. The 
hill reapportioning representation in the 
State, being so manifestly imperfect, was 
laid on the table. The only other point 
of interest was the passage of the bill ap- 
propriating $150, 000 for the extension of 
the Eastern Lunatic Asylum. 

ADJOURNMENT Of THE LEGISLATURE. 

The Senate has concurred in the House 
proposition to take a recess from to-mor- 
row evening until the 27th inst., to give 
free rein to the political racers in the 
spring meeting, beginning on Thursday. 

THE CAPITOL EXTENSION 
Bill of Appropriation came up in the Sen- 
ate. The bill names Col. S. I. M. Major 
and W. A. Dudley as commissiouers to 
examine plans and specifications and 
make contracts. They are also to have 
the appointment of a competent architect. 

THE PRESBYTERIAN SCHISM 
Is the matter to come before the session 
of the House to-night. The remonstrance 
of the Board of Trustees of Central Col- 
lege, against an alteration in its charter, 
will he laid before the members. But I 
incline to think the matter will be post- 
poned until after the recess, as many are 
primed with set speeches on the topic.

TELEGRAPHIC NEWS 



The Speaker presented a communica- 
tion from the President transmitting the 
reports from the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury ami the Secretary of War in answer 
to the House resolution requesting certain 
information in reference to captured jjnd 
forfeited cotton. Referred to the Ways 
and Means Committtee; from the Post- 
master-General, with the names of post- 
masters removed between the 28th of Jan- 
uary and (ith of December, 18(10, with the 
reasons for removals and the names of 
new appointees; from the Secretary of the 
Treasury relative to the salary and tax on 
clerks of postmasters. Referred to the 
Committee on Ways aud Means. 

The House bill directing the Secretary 
of the Navy to distribute ns prize money 
* 11 ) 0,1 0(1, the value of the piratical steam- 
er Alabama, to Commodore Winslow and 
the ollieers and crew of the lvearsarge was 
considered without action. 

The army appropriation bill was taken 
up. and tbe motion to strike out the 2d 
section was rejected by a vote of 41 to 80. 
(See yesterday's proceedings for its sub- 
stance.) Among the yeas were Messrs. 
Bingham, Davis, Kuykendall, Loan, Ma- 
rion and Raymond. The bill passed — 
yeas 88, nays 32. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on tbe tax bill. The tax on cigar- 
ettes, cheroots and cigars of all kinds was 
fixed at $5 a thousand. The line taxing 
grape brandy at 30 cent3 a gallon was 
struck out, leaving the tax at $2. 

Recess till 7:30. 

Evening Session — M r. Hooper asked 
leave to introduce a bill, for reference to 
the Ways and Means Committee, to pro- 
vide means for the payment of the com- 
pound interest notes. Mr. Price objected. 

Several Senate pension bills passed. 

Tbe House went into Committee of tbe 
Whole on the tax bill. 

Mr. Williams offered an amendment, 
the effect of which is to terminate the 
right of railroad and steamboat compa- 
nies to add the tax to their rates of fare 
on the 30th of April, which was rejected 
— yeas 46, nays 51. 

Mr. Hoopef offered an amendment, the 
effect of which is to relieve ferryboats of 
the tax of 3 per cent and subject them to 
the same tax as steamboats. Carried. 

Mr. Allison offered an amendment com- 
pelling street railroad companies to sell 
on the cars packages of tickets without 
adding on the tax. Rejected. 

The postponement to amend schedule 
“B relative to stamp duties was stricken 
out, leaving schedule “B as in tbe pres- 
ent law. 

On motion of Mr. Spalding the receipts 
for the payment of money were exempted 
from stamp duty. Stamp duties were al- 
so removed from all legal documents, af- 
fidavits, probates of wills, &c., where the 
value of real and personal estate does not 
exceed $1,000, application for soldiers’ 
bounties, pensions, Ac. The committee 
rose, aud the House adjourned. 

FROM ST. LOUIS. 

S». Louis, Feb. 20. 

A dispatch from Jefferson City states 
that Mr. Jewett, from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, to whom was referred the resolu- 
tion ordering an inquiry as to certain 
opinions alleged to have been expressed 
by Judge Moody, of the St. Louis Circuit, 
and his acts in impanelliug jurors without 
requiring them to take the oath oiloyalty, 
reported, under a suspension of We rules, 
that the committee was of the opinion 
that the case calls for the action of the 
General Assembly in the form of an ad- 
dress to remove the said Judge from office, 
and recommend a joint resolution that 
there is proper cause for removal by ad- 
dress of Judge Moody on the ground that 
he has violated the State Constitution by 
his official acts, and that he is an unsafe, 
unsuitable, and improper person to hold 
the office of Judge of the Circuit Cotfrt in 
St. Louis. 

The resolution was read a third time 
and passed. 

Under a further suspension of the rules, 
Mr. Waters, from the special committee 
appointed to tnquire.into the official con- 
duct of Judge King, of tfie Fifth Judicial 
Circuit, reported that, after a careful con- 
sideration of the case, they were of the 
opinion that he has beeu guilty of high 
misdemeanors in office and gross corrup- 
tion, and recommend the adoption of a 
resolution by the House impeaching said 
Judge for misdemeanors in office — among 



RIVER NEWS 



from WAiunoTOL 

Washington, Feb. 20. 

The Senate Finance Comtnittee to-day 
had under consideration quite a nnmber 
of nominations of revenue officers, collect- 
ors and assessors, from New York Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio. Nearly all will be re- 
ported back adversely, which is a virtual 
rejection. 

The Senate Military Committee have 
had under consideration quite a number 
of nominations and have passed thus far 
but very tew. The chances are that a 
number of them will be rejected. The 
committee are making rigid inquiry into 
the character of those Darned by the Presi- 
dent against the wishes of Secretary Stan- 
ton. and unless their record is good they 
will be rejected. 

There is no probability that anything 
will be done with the proposition which 
was referred to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to report a bill providing thatthere 
shall be no further reduction during the 
present year of the four millions per 
month. * 

At a meeting of the Southern Republi- 
can Association held in Washington on 
Monday evening, the following resolution 
was offered by Governor Hamilton of 
Texas, ami which was adopted: 

Fesolced, That in any action of the 
Congress of the United States touching 
the condition of the States lately in re- 
bellion. it is essentially necessary to th<* 
protection of the lives and property of 
loyal nien, and the erection of loyal gov- 
ernments in these States, that the present 
existing governments bo abrogated, the 
loyal men of all races be enfranchised, 
and at least a portion of the rebels dis- 
franchised, and the organization of legiti- 
mate State governments confided to loyal 
hands. They therefore respectfully but 
earnestly ask Congress to apply the bill, 
known as the Louisiana bill, reported by 
Mr Eliot of the House of Representatives, 
to all the insurrectionary States not now 
represented in Congress, and we do dis- 
approve the bill now pending before the 
House of Representatives, known as the 
military bill, as passed by the Senate of 
the United States. 

At a meeting of tbe Cabinet to-day the 
Postmaster-General remained in confer- 
ence with the President for some time 
after the departure of the other members, 
and when he came out he did not look 
like an official who is threatened with de- 
capitation. 

A communication from the Postmaster- 
General, laid before the House to-day, 
shows that between the 28th of July and 
the 6th of December, 1866, the number of 
Postmasters removed is 1,861, of which 
1,283 were for political reasons. 

A communication from the Comptroller 
of the Currency states that the National 
Banks, by ‘the decision of the Supreme 
Court, can be taxed by States on their 
shares, and 31S of them have paid $6,412,- 
100 under State taxation, which, added to 
the amount unpaid, will approximate a 
total of $7,849, 131. 

It appears from a communication from 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the 
gross proceeds of the sales of captured and 
abandoned cotton in the rebel States are 
$20,300,000; the proceeds of the sales of 
miscellaneous property are $3 1, 033, 000. 

The number of bales of cotton collected 
as abandoned is 11,180; number released 
to owners, 1,097; number collected as 
captured, 131,843; number- received by 
Simon Draper, cotton agent, from other 
sources, 4,342; number stolen from agents, 
144; and number burned while in the 
hands of agents, 1,697. 

Gov. Humphreys has sent a message to 
the Legislature of ’ Mississippi disapprov- 
ing entirely the Southern reconstruction 
proposition prepared by the North Caro- 
lina delegation. 

In the Supreme Court case of the Illi- 
nois Central Railroad Company vs. Wm. 
Barron, argument was commenced by Mr. 
Tracy, couusel for the plaintiff. 

It has been rnmored here for several 
days that the President would sign the 
military reconstruction bill containing 
Blaines amendment, but it seems that 
there is no good foundation for such a re- 
port. It is quite certain that Mr. Biaine, 
and those who co-operated with him in se- 
curing the passage of the measure, have 
no belief that the President will approve 
of it. 

FROM SEW YORK. 

New York, Feb. 20.

■Hr. LlaiMonc in Parii — Ills 

Speed! at the Dinner of the 

Political Economy Society. 

;raris Jan. 28 Cor. of the London Times.! 

I mentioned in my letter of Friday that 
the Polit ical Economy Society had, on the 
proposition of M. Wolowski, resolved to 
entertain Mr.. Gladstone at dinner during 
his stay in this city. The invitation was 
sent to him while he was still in Florence, 
and accepted. On his arrival here Sat- 
urday was fixed on, as Mr. Gladstone had 
at first arranged to leave for London on 
Sunday evening, though, I believe, he will 
prolong his stay till Tuesday. The regu- 
lar meeting ot the Society takes place on 
the 3th of every month, unless the 5th 
falls on a Sunday, when it is postponed 
to the following day. On the present oc- 
casion the notice was short. It was sent 
to the members on the evening of Friday 
and the forenoon of Saturday, but the at- 
tendance was numerous. Several mem- 
bers were absent in the country, but they 
at once responded to the call; and many 
who had previous engagements dispensed 
with them in order not to lose the oppor 
tunity of seeing and hearing for the first 
time the great financier and the great or- 
ator of the age. Since the Society has 
transferred its meetings from the Palais 
Royal to the more spacious saloons of the 
Grand Hotel, the average attendance is 
about forty; on Saturday evening it was 
over one hundred, including ten or a doz- 
en guests who had been specially invited 
by the Committee to meet Mr Gladstone. 

Long before the hour fixed for the din- 
ner yesterday the saloon of the Grand Ho- 
tel was filled. At 7 :30 Mr. Gladstone, 
with Mr. Cardwell and the nephew of the 
latter gentleman, made his appearance, 
accompanied by M. Wolowski, who pre- 
sented to the distinguished guests several 
of the prominent members of the Society. 
The dinner took place in the great dining- 
room on the ground floor, and one hundred 
and twelve persons sat down to the table. 
M. Hvppolyte Passy, former Peer of 
France, Minister- of Finance under the 
Orleans Government, and Minister of the 
same Department in the first Cabinet of 
the President of the Republic — from the 
20th of December, 1848, till the end of 
October, 1849 — and now the President of 
the Society of Political Economy, pre- 
sided. Mr. Gladstone sat on his right 
hand, and Mr. Cardwell on his left. Next 
to Mr. Gladstone was M. Forcade de la 
Roquette, the new Minister of Commerce 
and Public Works: and next to him M. 
Wolowski, Member of the Institute. Pro- 
fessor at the Conservatoire des Arts et 
Metiers. By the side of Mr. Cardwell 
was M. Renonard, a Judge in the High 
Court of Cassation, former Peer of France, 
and one of the oldest members of the 
Society of Political Economy. When din- 
ner was over M. Passy rose and proposed 
the health of their distinguished guests in 
a brief speech, in which he spoke of the 
honor done them all by the presence 
among them of a man of transcendant 
genius, who had done such signal service 
to his own country and to mankind. M 
Passy’s observations were received with 
great applause, which was again and 
again renewed when Mr. Gladstone rose. 

A foreign friend of mine once remarked 
that, until he heard Mr. Gladstone speak 
in the House of Commons some few years 
ago, he never believed that the English 
was a musical language; but that, after 
hearing him, he was convinced that it was 
one of the most melodious of all living 
tongues. Last night Mr. Gladstone spoke 
for about three-quarters of an hour, and 
1 fancy that many present, who either did 
not understand, or only very imperfectly, 
our language, went away with the same 
conviction. He spoke in English to a 
French audience; and though to several 
among them it was, as it were, an unknown 
tongug, some how or other all seemed to 
understand what he said without the help 
of an interpreter. He began by thanking 
the Society for the honor they paid him 
by their invitation, and especially by the 
manner in which they echoed the remarks 
of their President. He modestly alluded 
to what he had done during his tenure of 
ofliee as Chaucellor of the Exchequer. 
Alluding to^he treaty of commerce, he 
said that the part he had in it was merely 
secondary. There were two persons to 
whom the real merit was due — first, the 
Emperor Napoleon, but for whose strong 
will and perseverance that great act never 
would have been accomplished, for it was 
lie who, in spite of obstacles which would 
have deterred any one else, transformed 
what had once been but a pleasing dream 
into a brilliant and solid reality; and, 
next, to Mr. Cobden, a man of the high- 
est order of tafent, of the purest patriot- 
ism, of the most indomitable perse- 
verance in what he felt to he right and 
just, and of the most disinterested char- 
acter. To these two personages all the 
merit of that great work should be attrib- 
uted, while all the merit he claimed for 
himself was having seconded the efforts 
of his lamented friend. His allusion to 
Mr. Cobden was most touching: it was re- 
ceived with a burst of applause. Mr. 
Gladstone fully admitted that England had 
long sinned in the matter of commercial 
freedom, but she had since made amends; 
her repentance for her errors was before 
tie world, and she had done much in the 
way of satislaction. There was (till, in- 
deed, something to do, and that something 
he hoped would be realized. Other na- 
tions. taught by experience, would, he 
trusted, soon follow the high example set 
them by France »nd England. The path 
of commercial freedom was like the path 
of virtue; it was only the first steps that 
were difficult — the last were the most easy. 
He had heard people say that France had 
greatly profited by the treaty of commerce 
with England; he sincerely hoped the 
statement was true, and he assured his 
hearers that he not only rejoiced at it, but 
he offered them his most sincere congrat- 
ulations. Englishmen were not jealous 
of the good which France derived from 
that treaty, for acts like these promoted 
good will among nations in place of the 
aniraasity which, in other times and be- 
fore they came to know each other, pre- 
vailed between them. They were the best 
guarantee for the perpetuation of good 
will, and eventually for the peace of Ku- 
rope. 

When Mr. Gladstone resumed his seat, 
there was a pause of some seconds, as if 
bis hearers were unwilling to believe that 
the voice of the charmer was silent, and 
then they applauded with enthusiasm. 
What they remarked and admired in Mr. 
Gladstone’s address, of which I have giv- 
en but a very faint idea, was the earnest- 
ness, the appearance of profound convic- 
tion, and, so to speak, the religious feel- 
ing which pervaded it; then that manly 
tone, that fascinating simplicity of man- 
ner, far beyond the reach of the mere 
rhetorician, which, perhaps, more than 
anything else impressed his hearers, the 
great majority of whom then heard him 
and saw him for the first time, and which 
riveted their attention, and even won him 
their affection. They were struck, too. 
by his delivery — slow and deliberate; ev- 
ery sentence full of meaning, and so com- 
plete that the speech might be printed off 
as it was uttered without the change of a 
word, or even of a comma. All this was 
felt by his hearers, though, as I have said, 
few among them were conversant with the 
language in which it was spoken.

Mr. Pomeroy presented a resolution of 
tbe Kansas Legislature in favor of the ad- 
mission of Colorado, which was ordered to 
be printed. 

Mr Doolittle presented a memorial from 
the Wisconsin L"gislature for an addi- 
tional appropriation for Paris Exposition 
expenses. Ordefed to be printed. 

The Chairman submitted the certificate 
of tbe Governor of Pennsylvania certify- 
ing that that State had ratified the 14th 
amendment to the Constitution. 

I Mr. Patterson presented resolutions 
from the Tennessee Legislature in favor 
of a grant of public land to|aid in the con- 
struction of the Tennessee and Pacific 
Railroad. Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. ^Poland, from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, reported adversely on the bill to 
protect children of African descent from 
being enslaved in violation of the Consti- 
tution ot the United States, and moved 
the indefinite postponement of the bill. 

On motion, the bill, with Mr. Poland’s 
motion, were placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Trumbull introduced a bill author- 
izing the sale of the Hot Spring Reserva- 
tion. Kansas. Referred. 

A bill was considered to provide for the 
annual inspection of Indian affairs, upon 
which the question was upon -agree- 
ing to the substitute passed by the House 
transferring the Indian Bureau to the 
War Department. 

At two o'clock the clerk of the House 
announced the action of the House on the 
reconstruction bill. 

Mr. Williams moved a postponement of 
the Indian bill for the purpose of taking 
up tbe reconstruction bill. 

The amendments of the House were 
read. 

Mr. Williams moved that the Senate 
concur. 

After debate there was a recess. 

Evening Session. — The House joint 
resolution authorizing the employment of 
national vessels to transmit food and 
clothing to the destitute people of the 
South passed. 

Mr. Sumner, from the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, reported a bill to provide 
for the defense of the Northern frontier. 
Ordered printed. 

Tbe reconstruction bill was then taken 
up. 

Mr. Doolittle offered an amendment to 
the House bill as follows: Provided that 
nothing in this act contained shall be con- 
strued to disfranchise any person ir. 
either of said States from voting or hold- 
ing office who have received pardon or 
any amnesty in accordance with the Con- 
stitution and laws. 

Mr. Doolittle supported his amend- 
ment 

Mr. Sherman said if the House amend- 
ments were too harsh, the Southern peo- 
ple had the Democrats, in the House to 
thank for it. A minority of the Union 
party, assisted Ly every Democrat, de- 
feated the acceptance of this proposition 
in the House and left it open to further 
amendment, with the result now before 
the Senate. 

Mr. Hendricks defended the action of 
the Democrats in the House. They could 
not have voted differently without placing 
themselves on record as in favor of the 
bill, to which they were opposed in every 
respect. 

After debate, Mr. Doolittle’s amend- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 8 against 
32. 

Mr Wilson offered an amendment with 
an additional section to vacate all offices 
now held under rebel authority within 
ninety days after the passage of the act. 
Disagreed to. 

The amendments of the House were 
then concurred in by the following vote: 

Yeas — Messrs. Browu, Cattell, Conness, 
Chandler, Cragin, Cresswell, Edmunds, 
Fessenden, Fogg, Fowler. Frelinghuysen, 
Harrison. Henderson, Howard, Howe, 
Johnson, Kirkwood, Lane, Morgan, Mor- 
rill, Poland, Pomeroy, Ramsey, Ross, 
Sherman, Stewart, Sumner, Trumbull, 
Van Winkle, Wade, Willey, Williams, 
Wilson, and Yates — 33. 

Nays — Messrs. Buckalew, Cowan, Davis, 
Hendricks, Nesmith, Patterson, and 
Saulsbury — 7. 

Adjourned at 10:30 o’clock. 

HOUSE. 

After some unimportant business the 
House proceeded to the consideration of 
the bill to provide efficient governments 
for the rebel States. 

Mr. Biaine withdrew his motion to re- 
cede from the disagreement to the Senate 
amendments, and moved the previous 
question. 

Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, moved to non- 
concur with the Senate amendment to the 
3ih section as telegraphed yesterday. 

The House refused to second it 72 to 
76. 

Mr. Sliellabarger moved the follow- 
ing amendment to come in as a new sec- 
tion: 

And be it further enacted, That, until 
the people of the aforesaid rebel States 
shall by law be admitted to representa- 
tion in tbe Congress of tbe United States, 
the civil governments that may exist there- 
in shall be deemed provisional only, 
and shall be in all respectT subject to tbe 
paramount authority of tbe L T uited States 
’at any lime to abolish, modify, control, 
and supersede the same; and in all elec- 
tions to any offices under such provisional 
governments all persons shall be entitled 
to vote, and none others, who are entitled 
to vote under the provisions of the fifth 
section of this act; and no person shall 
be eligible to office under such provis- 
ional governments who would be disqual- 
ified from holding office under the pro- 
visions of the third article of said consti- 
tutional amendment. 

The previous question was moved and 
seconded. 

Mr. Boyer moved to table tbeTiill. Neg- 
atived. 

Mr. Shellabarger’8 amendment was 
adopted by 98 against 70. 

Mr. Wilson's motion to concur in the 
Senate amendment, with Mr. Wilson's 
amendment as amended on motion of Mr. 
Shellabarger, was agreed to by 125 against 
46. Tbe bill was then sent to the Senate. 

The militia bill, on motion of Mr Paine, 
was recommitted. 

The Senate joint resolution extending 
aid and facilities to citizens of the United 
States engaged in the survey route for the 
ship canal across the Isthmus of Darien 
wa- passed. 

Tbe House bill to render applicable to 
tbe seamen of the United States navy and 
marines the provision relating to pensions 
in the appropriation bill of July, 1866, 
was passed. 

Paragraphs were disposed of leaving 
the taxation as follows: On boots and 

shoes made wholly or in part of India rub- 
ber, 2 per cent ad valorem. On hats, 
caps, and hoods of all descriptions, 2 per 
cent ad valorem.
